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The Cost of Living Issue. 


President Wilson's address to Congress on the cost of living 


problem is one of great and and general interest because the 
question'is one that compels thc'iiflcntion of all classes of the 
population. .Most that he.says/regarding the causes is un- 
doubtedly true, but how the i-cjtiedics he suggests will work 
out remains to be seen. 
It is easy to point out and attempt 


corrections of the evils of the limes, but lo make these ef- 
fectual is another mailer, as has been proved over and over 
again in connection with questions other than the cost of 


However, (he address reads well and would seem to point 


the way lo al least some degree of relief if such a thing is 
possible through legislation and otlicial action. 
\ 


There will be general agreement with flic President when 


he says the prices the people are paying are nol juslilied by 
shortages in supply, 
lie says some of the methods by winch 


these burdensome'prices are created and maintained arc illc- 
iral, while'others arc actually criminal, and promises thai so 
far as the condition canb e correcled by law a favorable 
change will be brought about. 
Among the remedies sug- 


gested are the licensing of corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce, penalties for profiteering, a law limiting the time 
lhal foods may be held in cold storage, a. provision for inform- 
ing ihe public of the prices which the retailers pay, the sale of 
the government's surplus stock-of foods and clothing and the 
forced withdrawal from storage'and sale of surplus slocks now 
in private hands. The President believes an early ralilication 
of Ihe peace treaty would help materially, us "There can be 
no peace prices so long as oifr whole financial and economic 
system is on a war basis." 


All will hope that prompt action by Congress and vigorous 


executive action will result in relieving the situation, notwith- 
standing, the'many disappointments that have been experi- 
enced. 
Ail. of our laws read well, but there is siich ingenuity 


in evading theni, and, in many cases, such seeming laxncss in 
enforcing them, thai Ihe people have reached a poinl where 
ihey musl "be shown" before (hey are confident that Ihe cor- 
rection of any evil is at hand. 


For instance, the President recommends limiting the tune 


iliat foods may be kept in cold storage. There are slates in 
which such a law was put in force some years ago, bul il was 
evaded by shifting the stocks from one storage plant to an- 
other before the time limit expired, with the result that (he 
people knew no more about how long (he ar/iclcs had been in 
storage (han Ihey did before. 


And all know that securing justice in this country through 


legal prosecution, when tins is strongly contested, is a slow 
process. Cases are carried from court to court, in many cases 
wilh long lapses of time between trials, and if the people have 
to wail for that sort of thing in connection with food prices 
(hey will be very weary by Ihe time the cost of living is 
brought down by law. 


Yet they will hope for Ihe best. They realize, as docs 


President Wilson, that "a process has set in which is likely, 


'llimless something is done, to push prices and rents and the 
whole cost of living higher and yet higher in a vicious circle to 
which there is no logical or natural end."
